Penicillin in 


‘Dust Form

paratus for. administering the dust 
has been devised. : 


Cold Symptoms 

Of the 350 patients, about two- 
thirds had infections of the respira~ 
tory tract, and the majority had 
symptoms of a cold. The great 
majority of the remainder had in- 
fcctions of the fung. A few were 
given the penicillin dust as a pre-~ 
ventive against irifection, before and 
after operations. The lung. infec- 
lions treated were bronchitis and 
the Infections that accompany bron- 
“chicctasis,_a~conditlon-in-which~the 
tubes Jn the lungs are dilated - or 
stretched. 

The patients breathed in the peni- 
cillin one to three times daily, 
Tests to determine the number of 
ferms present in the nose, throat, 
and lungs showed a great reduction 
followinet the use of the penicillin 
dust. 

Studies of the blood showed that 
the penicillin was sbsorbed Into the 
blood, the amount in the blood be- 
Ing great enouth to have an active 
effect far a’ period of five hours fol- 
lawing, the treatment. 

Occasionally, reactions to the 
penicillin occur in the form of skin 
rashes and some — irritation of the 
throat. 

Of the entire - group of patients. 
treated carly, more than a third 
were greatly improved, and another 
third were moderately improved. 

This method of treatment scems 
to have particular value in 
bronchiectasis. Improvement usual- 
ly can be obtained within ten days 
to two-weeks, and can be maintain- 
ed by continued treatment at. home. 

The treatment with the penicillin 

dust cannot be relied on for 
handling more serious — Infections, 
such os pneumonia. In such cases 
the injection of penicillin into a 
muscle or its usc by mouth Is also 
advisable. 
- The penicliti dust’ treatment is 
economical, and: hospitalisation — is 
not necessary In cerrying it out. The 
patient getting such treatment can 
fo about bis. business without loss 
of time. Of course, the treatment 
must always be carried out under 
the direction ,of the physician.
